
39. (Amended) The apparatus of claim 38 wherein the limb is an arm, and the correct 
orientation is such that the arm is substantially adjacent and proximate to the chest/upper 
portion of the body.25 body 25 . 

40. The apparatus of claim 39 wherein the display mechanism is arranged such that 
a blood pressure measurement value and/or a pulse is substantially readable only if the arm is in 
the correct orientation. 



--41. (New) The method of claim 16 wherein the orientation sensing unit measures 
inclination of a user wrist.— 

-42. (New) The method of claim 17 wherein the graphical indication is by directional
